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Council OKs introduction of new district

Residents seeking to protect a rural sec¬ 
tion of Romulus from development got 
exactly what they asked for from members 
of the city council. 

A six-month moratorium approved by 
Romulus City Council members Dec. 8, 
2003 has now expired. The moratorium 
was approved in part because an impend¬ 
ing development by Oreo Investments 
prompted protests from neighboring prop¬ 
erty owners who requested protection of 
the rural atmosphere. 


The moratorium allowed council mem¬ 
bers time to analyze current zoning stan¬ 
dards and to address their ability to pro¬ 
tect the rural character and large tract size 
of low residential density lands within the 
neighborhood located south of Wabash, 
west of the CSX railroad, east of Hannan 
and north of Pennsylvania, according to 
city officials. 

The process also gave residents a 
chance for input during a number of pub¬ 
lic hearings scheduled by both the plan¬ 
ning commission and the city council. 

City Planner Cynthia Lyons brought six 
proposed text amendments before council 


Monday night for consideration. Each 
amendment in the moratorium area was 
acted on separately by council, because 
they affected different areas. 

The currant RIB zoning allows a home 
to be constructed every 60 feet The resi¬ 
dents living nearby asked to rezone for 1- 
acre parcels of land. More than 100 resi¬ 
dents signed a petition, which was submit¬ 
ted to the council at the Dec. 8 meeting 

The first amendment created a new dis¬ 
trict for the moratorium area. The new 
rural character overlay district and side¬ 
walk, curb and gutter relief gave residents 
in the area exactly what they were looking 


for from council throughout the process. 

“This area needs to be left alone and 
protected. We don’t want this to be 
destroyed,” said resident Tony Chalet 
Chalet and his neighbors got their wish 
when council approved the introduction of 
the newly-designed district, which will ulti¬ 
mately maintain the rural character resi¬ 
dents were concerned about losing 

The second amendment created a new 
category for accessory building sizes 
throughout the entire city. 

“It allows people who have an in-

City grants 6-year tax abatement

The Lear Corp. did not get the 
12-year tax abatement requested 
from the Romulus City Council 
Monday night 

Instead they received a 6-year 
tax abatement, which will save 
the company $430,500 in property 
taxes. 

Lear sought the abatement on 
a $9 million project to purchase 
and install new manufacturing 
equipment to produce seats for 
the Daimler Chrysler 2005 Dakota 


and 2006 Ram trucks at their 
existing facility on Eureka Road. 

However, $3 million of the pro¬ 
ject cost was not included in the 
council decision because it dealt 
with tooling equipment that is not 
subject to taxes, according to Kirk 
Fisher, Lear tax manager 

Lear claims the project will 
retain 340 existing jobs and cre¬ 
ate at least 110 new jobs. Ten of 
the new jobs will be salaried 
workers and 100 will be filled by 
hourly wageworkers. Romulus 
residents, according to Fisher, 
will hold 20 percent of the new 


jobs. 

Council questioned Fisher on 
the length of the contract with 
Chrysler to produce these new 
seats, in an effort to ensure that 
the plant would stay open in 
Romulus. 

“We should be producing that 
truck line as long as Chrysler is 
producing the line,” said Fisher 

Fisher said Lear currently has 
a 5-year contract with the car 
manufacturer and is confident 
that it will be renewed.

Candidate promises 
accountability if elected

Dennis Lubas, a 17-year resi¬ 
dent of Romulus, said he is seek¬ 
ing a term on the Romulus 
school board to bring account¬ 
ability back into the schools. 

“Everything is very secretive 
here,” said Lubas. “The school 
board doesn’t want anyone to 
know what they are doing. I 
would like to see the school 
board become more transparent 
in the community.” 

Lubas, a retired general 
assembly worker for Ford Motor 
Co., said he is committed to mak¬ 
ing the school board work for the 
community and the schools, not 
for what looks good to the out¬ 
side. 

Lubas said the most impor¬ 
tant thing a school board does is 
to make sure the students leave 
the school system prepared with 
the proper education, but also 
prepared for life as individuals. 

“Too often they cookie-cut our 
kids these days,” he said. ‘They 
don’t take the time to look at 
them as the individuals that they 
are and that is a mistake.” 

He said he believes the main 
problem in the Romulus schools 
is focus. Instead of focusing on 
academics, Lubas said the 
schools focus completely on 
sports activities, forgetting about 
the arts and music. 

“There is more to life than 
sports,” he said. “We are not 
teaching our children to have an 
interest in the arts any more. 
Those are the programs that get 
cut and forgotten about first But 
they are so important in the long 
term.” 

Lubas went on to say that stu¬ 
dents who are active in the arts 
during elementary and high 
school are better able to handle 
other subjects and have a higher 
sense of self worth.

Lubas also said he wants to 
cut the school taxes residents in 
Romulus pay, because the 
money is not being spent wisely. 
He said he believes taxpayers 
are not getting their money’s 
worth in the school system, 
because the school board does 
not take the time to consider 
what would be best for the stu¬ 
dents. Lubas said he believes 
that the school board just rushes 
to spend the money. 

“People are taxed to death in 
this city,” he said. “And don’t get 
me wrong, people don’t mind 
spending money if they are get¬ 
ting something for it. But this 
school board spends other peo¬ 
ple’s money a little too easily for 
me.” 

What the school board does in 
a time of budget crisis is also of 
concern to Lubas. He said he is 
tired of the fact that every time 
something needs to be cub it is 
always the teachers that go first 
He said there are other ways to 
save money. 

Lubas also said he believes 
that the Romulus schools have to 
do a better job of dealing with 
kids not moving on to college. 

Lubas is one of four candi¬ 
dates seeking two seats on the 
school board. The others are 
Thomas Kuderik, Leo Knasiak 
Jr. and incumbent Betty Lenossi.

Councilman Charles Miller 
also questioned Fisher about the 
viability of Lear as a whole. 

Fisher said Lear was a viable 
company with more than 100.000 
employees in 33 countries. In 
Michigan, Lear has 11,000 work¬ 
ers. 

Julie Albert, assessor for the 
City of Romulus, recommended 


the 6-year tax break based on 
guidelines previously established 
by the council and using the infor¬ 
mation in the Industrial Facilities 
Tax Exemption Certificate 
(IF TEC) application 

Lear will now pay $14,300 in 
city taxes, $54,200 in school taxes 
and $16,900 in county taxes with 
the approval of the IFTEC, as 
opposed to the $28,600 in city 
taxes, $94500 in school taxes and 
$33,800 in county taxes without 
the IFTEC. 


Counci lwoman Debbie Romak 
saw no problem in granting Lear 
the tax abatement in the current 
economic picture. 

“Romulus has always been a 
generous community when it 
comes to the abatement of taxes. 
We have never said no to you yet,” 
she said. 

Council members unanimous¬ 
ly approved the introduction of 
the 6-year abatement It will come 
before council next week for a 
final approval.

between sized lot to have a larger 
structure on that property,” said 
Lyons. 

A third amendment deals with 
width-to-depth ratio relief. 
According to Lyons, this gives the 
zoning board of appeals new cri- 
teria to follow in evaluating 
requests to exceed the four-to- 
one ratio that is currently 
allowed by the State of Michigan 

Council took no action on the 
remaining three amendments, 
which would have further pro¬ 
tected the moratorium district 
said Lyons. 

Council members approved 
the introduction of two rezoning 
requests for the moratorium 
area 

The first rezoned 373 acres 


south of Wabash Road and west 
of Huron River Drive to the 
newly created rural overlay dis¬ 
trict, a move recommended by 
the planning commission and 
supported by a majority of resi¬ 
dents in this neighborhood. 

“This is a special area,” 
Councilman Charles Miller told 
residents. “You talked, we lis¬ 
tened. This is how your govern¬ 
ment works for you.” 

The second request dealt with 
419 acres west and east of Huron 
River Drive and north of Eureka 
It will also be part of the new 
rural overlay district, but to the 
dismay of the many of the proper¬ 
ty owners in this portion of the 
area 

All of the actions taken at the 
meeting will require a second 
reading and final adoption at the 
June 14 meeting All actions will 
require a two-thirds majority 
prior to final adoption

Edgemont Elementaiy School to receive face-lift this summer

Students at Edgemont Elementary School 
may soon be heading for summer vacation, 
but Clayco Construction Co. employees will 
be going to work. 

Employees from the Detroit-based con¬ 
struction company will start June 12 to trans¬ 
form the playground area of Edgemont 
Elementary as part of the “Caring for Kids” 
program. 

Mike Tomasik, Clayco regional vice-presi¬ 
dent, said that the Clayco crew, subcontrac¬ 
tors, former clients, area merchants, parents 
and teachers will all work together to get the 
improvements done before students return 
to school in the fall. The project plans 
include: building a small climbing wall, a 
wood play structure with a ladder, slide, bal¬ 
ance beam and cargo net and installing a 
200-foot-long fence to prevent children from 
running into traffic. They will also repair, 
replace and paint soccer fields and stripe for 
outdoor games such as basketball and hop¬ 
scotch. A map of the United States will also 
be added to the playground, he said. 

“We are overwhelmed by the-generosity 


of our volunteer team,” said Tomasik. ‘The 
food, building materials and labor are all 
being donated for the day. Our volunteers 
and donors understand the concept of giving 
back to our community.” 

Tomasik said that this project marks the 
debut of the annual community service pro¬ 
ject in the Detroit Area Not only do they pro¬ 
vide these services in Detroit, but Clayco 
also has a long history of community service 
work across the country, he said. 

“Our firm has a record of building youth 
and high school baseball fields, helping fire¬ 
fighters train for emergency excavation work 
and constructing public memorials for 
America,” he said. “We wanted to find a pro¬ 
ject that would benefit children, help a pub¬ 
lic school or community center and have the 
support of other volunteers close to the pro¬ 
ject” 

Tomasik said that the project presented 
itself when he learned about the needs of 
Edgemont 

“The feet that parents and teachers were 
willing to help us was a decisive factor in 
selecting Edgemont as the school we wanted 
to help,” he said. 

Area donors include local restaurants

Voters throughout western Wayne County will face an important 
choice when they go to the polls on Monday to select new members for 
their respective school boards. 

Like every election year, this will be an important one in determin¬ 
ing the future of the school districts.

The original screenplay for 
Douglas Adam’s The Hitchhiker’s 
Guide to the Galaxy has a bit in it 
about shoe stores. 

I don’t remember all of the 
specifics, nor do I have it handy 
for a reference, but I do remem¬ 
ber the gist of it 

Arthur Dent, the earthling 
hero of the trilogy, and his friends 
were in a strange catacomb with 
walls that were layered like col¬ 
ored sandstone. A closer exami¬ 
nation told the adventuring crew 
that the layers represented dif¬ 
ferent time periods in the history 
of the planet, different economic 
phases that had come and gone 
in that world, which was now 
completely bereft of life. 

And every layer, dating back to 
antiquity was comprised entirely 
of shoe stores. 

Adams later said the bit was 
written in a fit of rage after an 
afternoon during which he had 
attempted to buy a pair of plain, 
comfortable walking shoes. 
Needless to say, despite the pro¬ 
liferation of shoe stores in the 
London neighborhood in which 
he shopped, he couldn’t manage 
to find a plain, decent pair of 
comfortable walking shoes and 
concluded that the growth of 


these seemingly useless estab¬ 
lishments would ultimately con¬ 
tribute to the downfall of 
mankind. 

Now, I personally don’t have 
anything against shoe stores, 
even though I will only enter 
them when all of the salespeople 
are otherwise occupied. I don’t 
think they will contribute to the 
downfall of the economy, either. 

I do think that Adams was a bit 
of a visionary, though, when he 
talked about the overpopulation 
of one type of store leading to 
horrific consequences. 

He just should have written 
about dollar stores instead of 
shoe stores. 

Granted, the work was written 
long before dollar stores began to 
pop up at virtually every comer, 
in every strip mall, overtaking 
every shell abandoned by drug 
store retailers. Fbr all I know, it 
may have been written before the 
first dollar store ever opened. 

If not, Adams probably would 
have gotten quite a kick out of the 
dollar store mentality; I mean 
here is everything bad about our 
society gathered together under 
one - or thousands - of roofs. 
Cheaply-produced items of low 
cost and less worth, snapped up 



as if they were 
some hidden 
treasure. 

Who do 
these establishments benefit? 
Not the communities that house 
them; I’ve got to think that there 
are very few projects can make 
community development profes¬ 
sionals or urban planners cringe 
faster than a plan to build, reno¬ 
vate or open a new dollar store. 

Not the overall economy, 
either They take up valued retail 
space, bring down nearby prop¬ 
erty values and generally foster a 
junk society atmosphere. 

It’s too bad, too, because as 
long as these places continue to 
operate, people will continue to 
patronize them. Others will seek 
to open up new stores, looking for 
their own niche in the junk mar¬ 
ket and some sections of roads 
will resemble little more than 
enclosed flea markets. 

There’s a difference between 
supporting local merchants and 
the local economy and tossing 
away good money on bad prod¬ 
ucts. There’s a simple test you 
can perform, too: If it seems too 
good to be true, it probably is. 
You don’t get something for noth¬ 
ing. 


Snack and nap your way to health 


You know, it seems most people 
are convinced that improving your 
health has to be all hard work and 
sacrifice. But the more we learn, 
the clearer it becomes that getting, 
and staying, fit involves some of 
life’s more pleasurable activities. 

Take eating for instance. Some 
medical experts are increasingly 
advising patients to eat five or six 
small meals a day, rather than the 
traditional “three squares.” 
Recent studies have shown that 
eating several small meals daily 
may lower blood cholesterol, and 
reduce insulin levels, both of 
which can cut the risk of heart dis¬ 
ease - even when total calories 
aren’t reduced. 

Some call it “grazing.” Some 
call it snacking. Whatever you call 
it, eating five or six meals instead 


of three doesn’t sound like “a sacri¬ 
fice” to me. 

The same can be said for naps. 
While admittedly not possible for 
everyone, the latest research indi¬ 
cates that even a 20-minute nap 
promotes greater alertness and a 
more positive attitude - especially 
for people who keep late hours or 
have trouble sleeping at night 

During my broadcaster days, I 
was faithfully up by 7 a.m., but I 
always tried to fit in a brief nap 
before night games, especially 
those twi-night doubleheaders. 

Thomas Edison, Winston 
Churchill and Albert Einstein - all 
faithful nappers - were alert and 
positive enough to suit me.

What do you get when you 
combine pajamas and ice cream? 

No, it’s not some bizarre new

It’s a fundraiser, and it will 
benefit the rebuilding effort at 
Maybury State Park. 

Shari Peters, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Northville Community 
Foundation, said Custard Time 
in Northville is hosting an ice 
cream pajama party from 8 p.m. 
to midnight tonight 

Jim Roth, owner of the shop at 
567 Seven Mile Road, across 
from McDonald Ford, 
approached her with the idea 
recently. 

“He just called up and said he 
wanted to do something to help 
us out” Peters said. 

Roth said the idea to throw a 
public pajama party had been 
percolating for a while. Since 
today is the final day of school for 
Northville youths, he decided 
now was the time to put one on - 
and help the foundation at the 
same time. 

Peters said he would donate 
the proceeds of the sale of any¬ 
one who came up to the shop in 
their pajamas to the ongoing 
fundraising efforts to rebuild the 
living farm at Maybury State 
Park. 


“Nothing is being taken out for 
wages or anything,” Peters said. 
“It’s all going to the farm.” 

The community foundation is 
heading up efforts to rebuild the 
farm and restore it to its previous 
glory, according to Peters. The 
farm, which is located off Eight 
Mile Road west of Beck Road, 
burned down and virtually all of 
the 50 animals that lived there 
were killed. The foundation has 
since started up an endowment 
to generate at least $1 million to 
fund the farm in perpetuity and 
entered into a lease agreement 
with the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) for the 11-acre 
site. 

John Beemer, the farmer who 
lived at the site and operated the 


farm for more than 25 years, will 
be on hand at the ice cream 
fundraiser tonight, too, although 
Peters said she didn’t know if he 
would be in his pajamas. 

The efforts have brought in 
about $100,000 so far, and Peters 
said she has some ideas of what 
to do with the money from the 
fundraiser tonight, if it is as suc¬ 
cessful as she hopes. 

“It would help up raise money 
for a wagon, which we need to 
buy for hay rides and to bring in 
the crops,” Peters said. 

All donations to the communi¬ 
ty foundation are tax deductible.

Life is about change. 

Some is slow, gradual change 
that is expected and even antici¬ 
pated as our bodies grow and 
minds mature. 

But other changes, the ones 


that shatter worlds and perma¬ 
nently alter lives, are sudden, 
thrusting into our existence with 
scalpel-like precision, violently 
reminding us how tenuous and 
delicate our core beliefs and val-

Lives can implode in an 
instant—and often the precursor

International spiritualist brings message to Westland

Why would we hate others based on 
other religions, other cultures? 

Nirankari Baba Ji posed this decep¬ 
tively simple question to a crowd of more 
than 100 followers, guests and well-wish¬ 
ers Tuesday night at the Sant Nirankari 
Mission in Westland. 

Ji, of Delhi, India, visited the spiritual 
gathering place on a tour of the world, on 
one of his only stops in Michigan. The last 
time he left his country, he said, was about 
two years ago. He talked about love and 
tolerance among all peoples of the world, 
no matter what their personal beliefs. 

In a message that was delivered in both 
English and Hindi, he warned the throng 
that the current ways of the world will 
only lead to strife. 

“We see hatred everywhere,” he said. 
“We are seeing intolerance.” 

The answer is to realize that there is 
only one God and that we are all ultimate¬ 
ly the same no matter what we may look 
like or how we may speak. 

“Before everything is lost, it is time for 
everyone to understand the true meaning 
of religion,” he said. “There is only one 
God, and we are all the children of that 
God. 

“If we love God, then there is no reason 
at all that we would hate the children of 
God, this mankind. There is no reason 
left.” 

The Sant Nirankari Mission is neither 
a new religion nor a sect of an existing 


religion, but an all embracing spiritual 
movement dedicated to human welfare. 
Members believe in God who is One, 
omnipresent, omnipotent omniscient and 
formless. 

Ji, a True Master Satguru of the move¬ 
ment, has helped unite people of all back¬ 
ground around the world through his 
message of ‘know one, worship one and 
be one’, according to Harliveleen Bajwa, 
who helped organize the visit 

“His message is that there should be 
peace in the world, not pieces of the 
world,” she said. 

The message is equally popular with 
members of the Christian faith as it is with 
Hindus because it aims for a sort of uni¬ 
versal brotherhood. 

Ji pointed to current world events as a 
sign that many religious leaders had lost 
their grasp on the true meaning of faith. 
The only way to sow world peace was to 
increase our levels of tolerance for each 
other, but that’s not what he said he sees 
happening. 

“We are sowing the seeds of hatred, not 
of love,” he said. 

In order for us to change the tide of 
world events, we must again foster the 
spirit of brotherhood and tolerance 
among all peoples, he said. It’s the same 
type of message that saints and profits 
have delivered in virtually every time 
period, every place and in every lan¬ 
guage. 

“Then the whole Earth becomes a 
beautiful place,” he said. “Everyone lives 
like brothers, helping each other”
